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Abdo Yamani says 

Food subsidies 
increase 275 % 


RIYADH, Dec. 10(SPA> — Government 
food subsidies soared to 275 per cent for the 
first half of this year compared with the same 
period last year. Information Minister Dr. 
Abdo Yamani said Wednesday. 

He said that food subsidies in die first six 
months of this year totaled SR 1.5 billion, 
against SR 800 million for die whole of the 
year before. 

The minister credited the government's 
internal trade policy for its “great efforts in 
providing citizens and pilgrims with abundant 
commodities and at competitive prices. 

Dr. Yamani added that die government 
will continue to subsidize basic foodstuffs, 
including rice, fats, cal, meat, 'dairy products 
and fooder. 

He cited as an example the subsidy of 2.5 
riyals per kilograms of powdered mflk- 

The minister said the subsidy program has 
also contributed to reducing the prices of 
basic food items. The cost of living has been 
dropping at the rate of 1.6 percent from the 
record in 1978. 

Dr. Yamani said the food susidies, intro- 
duced in 1 973. will be maintained as long as 
the prices of imported commodities remain 
high. 

“Subsidies are an expression of the gov- 
ernment’s desire to reduce the cost of living 
and to stabilize economic and social struc- 
tures in the Kingdom," the minister said. He 
added that several commodities were being 
sold at below the official prices as a result of 
over supply and competition. 

The minister paid tribute to the private 
sector “ which receives government support." 
The private sector, he said, bad increased its 
investment in transport, distribution and 
stockpiling under government supervirion. 

Meanwhile, the state has invested heavily 
hi port development to solve the problem of 
conges non. The Kingdom's ports were 
expanded and improved and the number of 


docks increased to 31 in Jeddah and 28 in 
Dammam. By die end of the second Five 
Year Development Plan the number of docks 
is expected to reach J 14 in Saudi Arabia, with 
an overall annua] discharging capacity of 40. 7 
million tons. Moreover, to ensure a strategic 
reserve of essential foodstuffs enough to 
cover at least six months, the government 
built grain silos and flour mills in Riyadh, 
Jeddah, Dammam and Yanbu with a capacity 
of 20,000 tons each. Similar storage facilities 
are planned in other major Saudi Arabian 
dries. 

The state has always tried to keep the price 
of cement in Saudi Arabia within reasonable 
limits. Dr. Yamani said. The state used to 
allow cement companies to import cement in 
addition to that produced locally at stable and 
unified prices, but a- result of greater local 
production and a stable supply/demand ratio, 
no contracts were signed in 1979 for the 
import of cement. More cement projects 
throughout Saudi Arabia will lead to com- 
plete self-suffid ency, and Saudi Arabia will 
be foremost among'ceipent exporters. 

Govemmeatasristance went beyond food- 
stuffc and imported goods: huge amounts 
were allocated for promotion and support of 
local industry, agriculture and livestock 
breeding. Dr. Yamani said. When a project is 
considered ben eficial for the state, itprpvides 
subsidies and impressive facilities. With 
fisheries, too, easy long term loans are given 
covering had the total cost. In some cases, 
huge subsidies arc granted for agricultural 
projects, such as die palm project. The state 
gives SR50 for every good quality sapling 
planted by a, fanner, in addition to SR 0.25 
for every kilogram of dates- produced annu- 
ally, Subsidies are also given for animal feed 
to promote the country’s livestock resources. 
$R30 is granted for every head of cattle and 
.SR80 for each carnet'

Brezhnev proposes ban 
on foreign Gulf bases 


NEW DELHI, Dec. 10 (R) — Soviet Pres- 
ident Leonid Brezhnev Wednesday proposed 
a “ hands off the Gulf” pact to the United 
States and otheT countries under which all 
outride military bases in the area would be 
banned. 

The Soviet president, speaking to members 
.of die Indian parliament, said he was putting 
forward a five-point" Doctrine of Peace, and 
Security” under which all powers would 
pledge not to. interfere with free use of the sea 
lanes between she Gulf and the rest of the 
world. 

The pact would also bah the deployment of 
nudear weapons in the area, and involve 
pledges by all states not to interfere in the - 
Gulf countries internal affairs.. 

Outside powers would have to pledge they 
would respect the nonaligned status of Gulf 
countries and not draw them into, military 
groupings with the parihspation of iuicIct 
powers' - » . 

They would also promise to respect each 
anmtiys spvexeign right to its own natural

international tension. In a dear reference to 
the United States, he said “ powers situated 
at a distance of many thousands of kilometers 
from this area have concentrated here a 
military armada and are vigorously building 
up armaments, widening the network of their 
military bases, exerting pressure on and 
threatening the small countries which refuse 
to trail in their wake. ” 

Attempts to justify these actions by a 
“ Soviet threat ” to Gulf ofl were a pure 
invention : “ The USSR has no intention of 


encroaching upon Middle East oil or its 
transportation route. " 

He said the Soviet Union was not indiffer- 
ent to what was happening in a region so dose 
to its borders, and wanted a normal, calm 
situation there. 

. “ In contrast to the imperialist doctrine of 
aggression and Diktat with regard to the Gulf 
countries we propose a doctrine of peace and 
security,” be said. 

Brezhnev said his offer, which was “not 
mere words” was being made to the United 
. States, other Western powers, China, Japan 
and all states that displayed interest He said 
the states inthe area would naturally be par- 
ties to such an accord, which would corres- 
pond to their vital interests and serve as a 
reliable guarantee of their sovereign rights 
andseonity.

about a possible Soviet threat to its Gulf oil

The idea of a “Gulf Security Pact” has not 
been proposed before by Moscow though the 
adea was floated early this year in a commen- 
tary carried by Tass news agency. 

The commentary, signed by Nikolai Por- 
tugalov, a Communist party central commit- 
tee adviser, was regarded at the time by fore- 
ign diplomats in Moscow as a trial baloon for 
Soviet ideas that might emerge in more con- 
crete form later. 


Malaysia warns people 
of drift from Islam 


KUALA LUMPUR, Dec. 10 (AFP) - 
The Malaysian government has launched a 
campaign to alert the Muslim population of 
this southeast Asian couritry against the 
danger of drifting from accepted Islamic 


The government fears that a recent rise in 
Muslim extremism could upset the delicate 
balance in a county where Islam is the official 
religion but where the population is both 
religiously and racially mixed. A high-level 
committee of ministers and Islamic scholars 
has been set up to study the problem of 
“deviationism” and to recommend measures 
to prevent the spreading of teachings by 
extremist groups. 

Prime Minister Datuk Hussein Onn refer- 
red to the dangerous activities of religious 
extremists recently, saying that “Islam has 


been misinterpreted and exploited by ill- 
informed, misguided and unscrupulous peo- 
ple.” The alert was sounded after a series of 
incidents on recent months: First, an unpre- 
cendented 'suicide attack on a police stfition 
by a group of extremists and secondly, threats 
to assassinate several ministers. 

Threatening letters have been seat to 
deputy Prime Minister Mahathir Muham- 
mad. Home Minister Ghazali Shafie, Educa- 
tion Minister Musa Hitam and Finance 
Minister Tengku Razaleigh Hamzah. 

The government is seeking to spread Islam, 
the stare religion, but also to stampout devia- 
tion. So for, however, it has been unable to 
curb die activities of extremist groups, whose 
main aim is to have a government based on 
Islam, run exclusively by the“ Malays?* (indi- 
genous Muslims) and the sole benefit of the 
Malays.

Foreign troops 
must withdraw

LAHORE, Dec. 10 — Saudi Arabia and 
Pakistan have called for the withdrawal c*f 
Soviet troops from Afghanistan and total 
Israeli withdrawal from all occupied Arab 
territories. They also expressed the hope that 
the deliberations at the forthcoming Islamic 
summit at Mecca would contribute to the 
strength and solidarity of the Muslims 
Ummah and consolidation of the indepen- 
dence, sovereignty and terriorial integrity of 
the Islamic countries. 

A joint communique issued here Wednes- 
day night at the end of the official visit of 
Crown Prince Fahd to Pakistan said that both 
sides examined in depth the grave crises that 
had developed in the region due to the con- 
tinued foreign military presence in Afghanis- 
tan. Recalling the relevant resolutions of the 
Islamic conference of foreign ministers and 
the United Nations, in particular the General 
Assembly resolution of Nov. 20, 1980 the 
twa sides called upon the Soviet Union to 
withdjaw its troops immediately from 
Afghanistan. 

The two sides reiterated the basic requis- 
ites of a political solution of the Afghanistan 
crisis which are : — 

(I) Withdrawal of foreign troops from 
Afghanistan. 

(II) Respect for the sovereignty, territorial 
integrity political independence and 
nonaligned character of Afghanistan. (Ill) 
recognition of the right of the Afghan people 
to determine their own form of government 
and to choose their economic, political and 
social system free from outside intervention, 
subversion, coercion or constraint of any kind 
whatsoever. 

(IV) 'Creation of necessary conditions for the 
voluntary return of Afghan refugees to their 
homes in sefety and honor. 

They expressed grave concern' at the 
desecrating situation ih ^ East as p 

result of Israeli intransigence, and affirmed 
that a just and lasting peace could nut be 
realized without total Israeli withdrawal from 
all occupied Arab territories, in particular al 
Ouds (Jerusalem). They supported the 
inalienable national rights of the Palestinian 
people, inducting their right to establish an 
independent state on their own soil under the 
leadership of their sole and legitimate rep- 
resentative, the Palestinian Liberation 
Organization. The two sides expressed satis- 
faction that this position was receiving 
increased acceptance by die international 
community to take effective measures to halt 
the systematic campaign of terror and perse- 
cution waged by the unlawful Zionist entity 


against the valiant people of occupied Pales- 
tine and other occupied territories. 

The two countries strongly condemned 
Israel's repeated acts of aggression against 
the sovereighty and territorial integrity of 
Lebanon as well as its attempts to liquidate 
the Palestinians living there. They dedared 
their full support and solidarity with Lebanon 
for the strenthening of its unity and restora- 
tion of national harmony. 

The two sides rei rerated their conviction 
that the consolidation and reinforcement of 
solidarity and cooperation among Muslim 
countries in various fields was not only to 
their common benefit, but also constituted c 
positive and dynamic factor in the promotion 
of international peace and security. In this 
context, both sides pledged to continue to 
support all efforts to strengthen the Organ- 
ization of the Islamic Conference to enable it 
to play its rightful role. 

The President of Pakistan briefed the 
Grown Prince on the progress achieved in the 
normalization of the situation the south 
Asian region and Pakistan's consistent efforts 
to promote and develop friendly relations 
with all its neighbors on the basis of the univ- 
ersally recognized principles of sovereign 
equality, respect for each other's indepen- 
dence and territorial integrity and non- 
interference in each other's internal affairs, 
the communique said. 

The president informed the Crown Prince 
that Pakistan was dedicated to the cause of 
peace in South Aria and was sincerely desir- 
ous if improving its relations with India on the 
basis of Simla Agreement, and not involved 
in an arm race, conventional or nudear. with 
India or with any other country. In fact, the 
president added, Pakistan would welcome 
talks with India for mutual assurance in that 
regard and for consideration of other confi- 
dence building measures. 

Crown Prince Fahd, the joint communique 
said, expressed his appreciation of Pakistan’s 
positive contribution tv the cause of good 
. neighborly relation* Enddarablepeace in the 
region. 

_ Crown Prince Fahd Wednesday concluded 
his first and historic viri t to Pakistan dedaring 
that any outside interference in this Islamic 
republic will be tentamount to interfering in 
die Kingdom itself.

U.N. envoy blasts Zionists 


NEW YORK, Dec 10 (SPA) — Israeli 
withdrawal from occupied Arab territory and 
recognition of the Palestinian people's 
legitimate rights are a pre-requisite for an 
overall settlement of the Middle East prob- 
lem, Saudi Ambassador to the United 
Nations, Jaafar Al-Laqqani, told the U.N. 
General Assembly Tuesday. 

Israel is persisting until its challenge to the 
derisions of the wodd body, disregarding jus- 
tice and humanity. It is indulging in the worst 
forms of violence in the territories it is 
occupying, Laqqani said. He added that the 
majority of world countries were aware of 
Israef s real face, but despite this fact “some 
countries” continued to support the racist 
international Zionist movement 

The ambassador urged the Security Coun- 
cil to apply against Israel the sanctions pro- 
vided for in Chapter VII of the U.N. Charter 
for its failure to abide by the organization’s 
derisions. He also called for a halt to remain- 
ing oulside support to Israeli aggression. “As 
long as Israel does not honor the United 
Nations resolutions, the Middle East mil 
remain a scene of violence” he said. 

Laqqani pointed out that die Pales tinian 
problem cannot be dissociated from the Mid- 
dle East problem. Israel, he said, is trying to 
gain world sympathy by d aiming that absten- 
tion from supporting it would lead to the 
persecution of Jews by the Arabs.

Security men already have 
arrested some crooks who used to extort 
unwary foreign workers eager to come here 
for work. 

Towards toe end of August this year the 
mini stry announced new regulations to con- 
trol the influx of families into toe country by 
specifying categories of expatriates entitled 
to bring wives and children. Categories 
indude university professors, teachers, doc- 
tors, pharmacists, veterinary surgeons and 
others of si mili ar caliber. 

Said the ministry, “Eager to curb the influx 
of foreigners into Kingdom, toe ministry is 
restricting their presence to productive per- 
sonnel required by some sectors here without 
being joined by their families, except for cer- 
tain circumstances of professional specializa- 
tions, like medicine and engineering.”

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Call for Israeli withdrawal 

Turkey, Jordan stress 
rights of Palestinians 


ANKARA, Dec. 10 (Agencies) — A joint 
Turkish- Jordanian communique has called 
for total Israeli withdrawal from all Arab ter- 
ritories occupied since 1967 including 
Jerusalem. Following an official visit to Jor- 
dan Tuesday, Turkey' s Foreign Minister liter 
Turkmen and his Jordanian counterpart 
Marwan Kasim agreed that finding a com- 
prehensive solution to the Middle East prob- 
lem is as urgent as ever. 

They emphasized that there are certain 
basic prindples which constitute the neces- 
sary basis for attainment of a just and lasting 
peace, listing total Israeli withdrawal from 
land occupied in 1967 and recognition of the 
national rights of the- Palestinian people 
including their rights to self-determination. 

Past Turkish governments in the early 70s 
had often called for an Israeli pullout as a 
solution to Middle East problems. The new 
military leaders made no changes in this pol- 
icy. But they went ope step further with the 
decision last week to withdraw Turkish dip- 


lomats with the exception erf one second sec- 
retary from Israel and to maintain diplomatic 
relations at only a symbolic level. The Turk- 
ish government also requested that Israel 
reduce its delegation in Ankara to only a 
second secretary. In August. Turkey dosed 
its consulate in Jerusalem. 

On Tuesday, Turkmen held talks with King 
Hussein. The Turkish minister affirmed that 
his country would work toward strengthening 
friendly relations with all Arab countries. 
Turkmen has also visited Saudi Arabia and 
held discussions with Somali. Iraqi and Egyp- 
tian officials. 

Turkmen said his government “agreed 
with Jordan's stand toward the Pales tinian 
question and assured the Palestinian people's 
national legitimate rights and the establish- 
ment of an independent state." 

On the Iran- Iraq war, Turkmen said Tur- 
key was “totally neutral,” despite the fact 
that Turkey allows the transport of food sup- 
plies to Iran through Turkey.

KOUSSERL Northern Cameroon, Dec. 
10 (AFP) — Fighting in title fTiadian capital 
of NDjamena slacked off overnight following 
two days of some of the fiercest dashes in the 
nine-month dvil war, observers in this border 
town said here. 

Mortar fire could once again be heard early 
Wednesday but the rate of fire was well down 
on that of previous days, when as many as tea 
explosions a minute could be beard, the 
observers added. 

The first news broadcast of the day from a 
radio station controlled by rebel Defense 
Munster Hissene Habre however spoke of 
nolent dashes in the north and the northeast 
of the capital. 

The forces of Chadian President Goukouni 
Weddey. who ;u has been fighting Habre for 
pontrol of the capital since March, Tuesday 
continued a major drive that it launched 
against Habre’ s positions late on Sunday. 

Wedde/s forces, according to eyewitnes- 
ses here watching the conflict on the opposite 
bank of the River Chari, were supported by 
armored vehides, helicopters and artillery 
fire. 

There was however no independent con- 
firmation of reports from Habre' s side that 
JLibyan troops and tanks were fighting along- 
side the president's forces. 

The eyewitnesses here, who put the 
number of shells fired in the capital since 
Sunday at 10,000 saw three armored vehides 
fire at Habre’ s positions for almost 30 
m in u tes Tuesday near the customs post oo 
the Chadian side of the river. -

As for Afghanistan's refusal to grant him 
re-emry, it was partly because Caravans had 
aroused some animosity, the scene of tbe 
woman being stoned being only vivid when 
recently, just across the border in Iran, ir was 
repeated in real life — "just as 1 had 
described it." What did it rell him? 

"That the problem of the mullah will be 
with us the rest of this century. Every country 
will have to grapple with it. Turkey did last 
week and other countries are disturbed about 
u but none of them is going to escape this 
ethical problem. If not watched carefully they 
will go the way of Iran." 

How is it that Michener, one of America's 
most prolific writers, is such an expert on 
Afghanistan? He credits an education by 
good teachers who asked questions, a sense 
of adventure, a desire to know and go to 
out-of-the-way places. At this stage in his 
life, he knows it was a valuable course. 

** It wasn't trivial or fruitless or accidental," 
he says.

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SPAIN’S NATO BID

Spain had originally counted on joining NATO 
next year. The Spanish foreign minister, however, 
told Spain s upper house last week that this will take 
place “within the next three years.” 

Spain has been pushing to rejoin the rest of West- 
ern Europe since Gen. Franco’s death and the 
establishment of parliamentary democracy in the 
country. Its problem is the long period of isolation 
from Europe during Franco’s rule. 

The time between now and its joining NATO will 
see Spain dealing with three other fundamental 
issues. The first is the revision of its bilateral milit- 
ary agreement with the United States. The second is 
the negotiations to join the European Economic 
Community. The third is to reach an agreement 
with Britain over the future of Gibraltar. 

The Spanish government has told parliament that 
it will soon bring the matter of joining NATO 
before it for a vote, and that it will proceed with it if 
the outcome was favorable, even with slim major- 
ity. 

One of the issues pertaining to Spain's attempt to 
join NATO is the wish of the Spanish government 
not to have NATO bases in the Spanish-run Omary 
Islands in the Atlantic, offering instead its two 
remaining colonies on the Moroccan mainland, 
Mellila and Sabta. 


Poland’s 
two styles of 
leadership

GDANSK.- 

The Polish crisis has thrown up two kinds of 
leadership. There are the leaders of the new trade 
union. Solidarity, who talk to their followers and 
fellow countrymen with a simplicity and directness 
Poland has not known for a good many years. And' 
there are also leaders within the Communist Party 
who saw the coming crisis before the strikes of July 
and August and who seem to realize the party mn«f 
change its ways if it is to rule by consent and not by 
force. 

The best place to see these two styles is the Baltic 
port of Gdansk where Solidarity was bom during 
the August strikes dial stopped almost all economic 
activity along Poland's northern coast. If you take 
the road from the center of Gdansk toward the 
resort town of Sopot you come to the Morski, once a 
cheap hotel and now die headquarters of Lech Wal- 
esa, Solidarity s leader. These have now spread to 
the top three floors of the hotel and also include a 
hall on the ground floor where there always seems 
to be* a smoky meeting of some kind in progress. 

It is not easy to find Walesa in his office because 
he is a man who does not like to stay still for long. 
Aptly, his name is dose to the Polish word meaning 
“to roam”. 

Walesa's desk has no papers on it. There are no 
filing cabinets, just a cheap wooden wardrobe and a 
hand basin left over from hotel days. If he is in the 
mood to talk he sits in a cheap swivel chair behind 
the empty desk, turning from side to side and 
examining anything at hand — a cigarette lighter, a 
postcard — while he listens to questions. 

He goes on talking despite interruptions from 
other Solidarity leaders who want him for more 
important business. His bodyguard, an elderly 
bruiser who fought in the wartime resistance and- 
then did a few years in Soviet prison camps, answers 
the telephone. He looks up to find Walesa gone. 
“Leszek!" he shouts. “ Where’ ve you flown to? If s 
from the governor.” 

Tadeusz Fiszbach, the Communist Party leader in 
Gdansk, conducts his business somewhat differ- 
ently. Party headquarters is in the center of the city, 
a few minutes away from the Lenin shipyard where 
the strike leaders set up their headquarters in the 
summer. It was attacked and partly burned by 
workers in die troubles of 1970 and now it looks 
like a fortress, with a roof that a helicopter can land 
on. 

Inside it is somber, with heavy furnishings. Fisz- 
bach’ s office is paneled in wood, and decorated with 
models of ships and a drawing of Lenin. There is a 
large modern chandelier though half its bulbs are 
not lit. Guests are offered dr inks in glasses with the 
initials in gold of the Gdansk party committee. . 

Fiszbach is calm. He is 45, already a member of 
the Central Committee and likely to rise higher if 
the reform movement wi thin the party continues. 
Bald, with heavy glasses and the strong features of a 
comic strip hero, you could mistake him for an 
American executive of the sort that jogs hard as he 
works. 

The most important thing about Fiszbach is that 
in this city where Communists aren’t much liked ... 
even Solidarity enthusiasts have something good to 
say about him. If s accepted that he tried to warn 
Warsaw, before the summer explosion, that the / 
leadership’s policies were wrong and dangerous. 
Apparently he lives modestly. There have been 
none of die charges against him of high-handedness 
and corruption that have been made against some 
other local party bosses. 

At Solidarity they remember how Fiszbach was 
dose to tears when he accompanied a deputy prime 
minister into the Lenin shipyard to start talks to end 
the August strike. The two men weren’t allowed to 
drive into the yard. They had to get out at the gate 
and walk down what Solidarity called “the path of 
shame” — a narrow space through the crowd of 
angry workers. 

Fiszbach today gives die impression of a man who 
is re-e xaminin g his basic ideas and beliefs. One 
can’t doubt that he is a Co mm nnist believer and not, 
as a good many others a party member for the 
power and privilege it brings. But this isn’ t easy in a 
country that wouldn't vote a Communist govern- 
ment in free elections (something that can't be 
proved but one never hears seriously disputed). 
Fiszbach talks of democratizing the party. But he 
also says that “the people are waiting for a strong, 
wise party that will be their real representative." 

Walesa, of course, says nothing of the land. He 
doesn’t pay much attention to political systems, 
capitalist or Communist. He just says that “each 
system should be human". He thanks capitalism 
pays too much attention to money getting: “being 
rich and comfortable is not good in the perspective 
of time!”. What he seems to dislike most about 
Communism is its atheism. “ A man without religion 
is a dangerous man. I wouldn’t be here if I didn't 
believe in God." 

The philosophical gap between Fiszbach and 
Walesa is unbridgeable. But what forces them to 
work together is the knowledge that, as long as the 
Soviet Union wants Poland to have a Communist 
regime, they must get along as best they can.

The economic repercussions of die MGM Grand 
Hotel fire dipt left 84 dead and 500 injured con- 
tinued to shudder through Las Vegas last month as 
insurers picked through the ruins and multi- millio n 
dollar damage suits rained down on the shaken 
dynasty of Kirk Kerkorian. Cleaning up the monet- 
ary mess may take years. The gambling industry is 
Nevada’s largest employer and its chief source of 
revenue; and it has suffered a blow, as Governor 
Bob List puts it, “grievous and deep." - 
Not deep enough, however — so industry anal- 
ysts maintain — to put oat for the count Kerkorian, 
tiie elusive, 63- year- old entrepreneur who controls 
MG M’s hotel and film companies, and who two 
weeks ago, true to form, was nowhere to be seen or 
heard Among those who were displeased with this 


dynamic son of an Armenian grocer who rose to be 
one of America’s wealthiest businessmen were: 

The insurers: Searching the blackened hotel halls, 
company adjusters daipied to have found a devas- 
tating list of safety shortcomings in the Grand, built 
in 1973 for$120 mfllidn and today' valued at nearly 
$250 million.

1 1 no w looks as 
if the special United Nations “water decade" 
launched last mouth will not be the disaster 
everyone predicted, despite the reluctance of some 
rich countries to pledge additional aid to support iL 

At least half the population of the developing 
world does not have safe water to drink and three- 
quarters have no sanitation facilities, not even a 
bucket At least 10 million children die of water- 
borne diseases every year, and the World Health 
Organization blames inadequate water and sanita- 
tion for 80 per cent of disease. 

Nevertheless, few experts expected the U.N.’s 
.water decade to be taken seriously. Senior UN. 
officials thought the special day-long meeting of the 
General Assembly held to launch it would have to 


■be abandoned at lunch time because of lack of inter- 
est Insteacfit went on late into the evening, largely 
because of tire number of developing countries that 
took the opportunity to announce programs to pro- 
vide water and sanitation. 

UN. officials now believe that a dozen -African 
countries, who at present provide water and sanita- 
tion for only 10 to 20 per cent of their people, will 
have extended services to all or nearly all their 
populations by the end of the decade. India is talk- 
ing of a $1,200 million program. 

The commitments were, ail the more surprising 
because of the lukewarm attitude of the rich coun- 
tries. The developing countries appealed for help, 
but privately realized that they would have to find 
most of the cash themselves.

Saudi Arabian Press Review 


All newspapers Wednesday concentrated on 
Crown Prince Fahtfs visit to Pakistan and his talks 
with President Zia. the papers highlighted the 
Crown Prince's visit to the Pakistani military fac- 
tories where the French Mirage fighter planes and 
the Soviet MiG fighters are assembled and main- 
tained. In Kamer, 60 miles west of Islamabad, 
where the military industries are located, Crown 
Prince Fahd was greeted by die crowd that held 
welcoming banners. In a statement to Al -Nadwa 
andAi -Riyadh, President Zia said views were iden- 
tical in the Saudi- Pakistani talks, which have fully 
achieved their goals. The president denied India's 
daims of massing of troops by Pakistan. 

Al -Jazirah reported high tension on the 
Egyptian-Libyan border and Egypt’s warning to 
Libya. The paper also carried reports on the situa- 
tion in the occupied Arab land. The Israeli army 
dosed Bethlehem University following anti-Israeli 
demonstrations by Palestinian students, during 
which they hoisted the 'Palestinian flag. 

Al -Yom led with an artide saying OPEC oil 
ministers will discuss the issue of prices during the 
forthcoming meeting at Bali, Indonesia, Monday. 
Observers fear that the Iraqi-Iranian War will 
dominate the conference, the paper said. However, 
the Kingdom’s petroleum and mineral minister. 
Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yamani, said that he expects 
the Bali conference to be calm, according to the 
paper.

Mouritain people of Laos settle in Rockies

MISSOULA' MOBL (I^T) - For cen- 
turies, tribal dans cafiedtthe Hmoog have 
wandered the rnountamou^jungles of South 
flima and Laos, leading a marginal existence 
without money, largely without law and, until 
25 years ago, without evii i a written lan- 
guage. 

The Hmong (pronouned “raung" and 
meaning “free people'’) figed by means erf 
slash-and-burn agriculture — they burned 
the jungle from a raountai slope, tilled the 
deared ground until raini leached it into 
infertility, then moved : i'i to the next 
ridgeline. 

From this wandering ex& nee came an old 
Hmong saying, “There- isflalways another 
mountain.” It was a saying fiat held true for 
centuries, until the Hmong lacked the wrong 
side — the U-S. — in a lasing Asian war. 

In 1975, the Hmong, whS were known as 
Meos to the Americans w|o worked with 
them, lost their right : to mow on to any new 
Laotian mountains. Today: thousands of 
them are scattered across the United States. 
The largest group, peihaps 8,000, is in Sl 
P aul, Mirm., another large group has congre- 
gated in Santa Anna Calif., and smaller 
bands have settled in Providence, R.I., 
Spokane, Wash., and in Selma, AJa. 

The Hmong in all these communities face 
the difficult task of fitting into a modern 
technological society that is vastly different 
from the one they knew in the mist-shrouded 
mountains erf Indochina. But. South western 
Montana has one prominent feature missing 
in these other communities. In the Bitter- 
roots and . the Saphires, jagged sawtooth 
ranges in the heart of the Rockies, more than 
800 Hmong have found the n e win oun tains of 
their ancient saying. -V 

“They caU our pine woods? the jungle, 
“and they feel at home,” said Jack Stratton, a 
Missoulan who has worked with Hmong for 
more than eight years. 

“Our lower elevations are top dry, but if 
you take them up to the tree line they just 
seem to melt They’ II go out on a hillside and 
sit on a rock for hours and cry. if s so much 
tike Laos. 

And if you fix them a meal on a campfire up 
there, they'll just about die of happiness.” 

Actually, Stratton and others said, die ties 
between Laos and Missoula, a town of 
70,000, are more comp! be than mere geol- 
ogy. One of those ties was supplied two 
decades ago by the Central Intelligence 
Agency. 

In the late 1950s. the CIA began recruiting 
the Hmong as guerrilla soldiers in the then- 
covert war for control erf Indochina. By the 
eaity 1960s, Air America, the CIA's private 
airline, was the supply link that fed, dothed 
and armed Hmong warriors as they harassed 
first the Path et Lao, then the North Vietnam- 


ese regulars moving south along supply lines 
in Laos. 

Many of the pilots and “kickers” (jump- 
masters) for Air America were Montanans, 
most of them graduates of the U.S. Forest 
Service smoke-jumper school at Jobnson- 
Bell airport in Missoula. 

“There seems to have been a natural affin- 
ity between the Montanans and the Hmong ” 
said Brace CarmidiaeL anthropologist who 
now works with refugees in Missoula. “The 
Hmong are a wild, free people that Monta 
nans felt they could relate to.” 

Jerry Denieh, a native Missoulan who 
served as a C3A officer with the Hmong, is 
still involved in-the resettlement effort, work- 
ing in Hmong refugee camps in Thailand. 
Even before tbe«nd of the war. Daniels was 
responsible for sending some of the first 
Hmong to Missoula in the early 1970s, 
according to many Missoulans. 

Grenade blast 

These first Hmong were teen-age boys sent 
out of their remote; homeland for education. 
Traditionally, they would have gone to Thai- 
land or France, but as U.S. influence 
increased in the highlands, they are sent to 
live with American families and attend 
American schools in Montana and elsewhere. 

Those first contacts were informal. Jack 
Stratton, a Missoula paper mill worker, re cal 
led the process: 

“Lyle Browp sent a young man nrnnwl 
Mua Sue to five with the Kinney family in 
Alberton. He finished hish school and then 
went to the -University of Montana. 

He did very well, and when he went back to 
Laos, he sent back several erf the Hmong 
boys. These went to stay with Wally Mace, 
one went to the Stringw aids, one went to the 
Joneses: They were passed around, and peo- 
ple helped as much as they could.” 

One of the Hmong who arrived in that 
second wave In 1973, Mua Cha, is now head 
of the Lao Family Community, an organiza- 
tion that coordinates the resettlement effort 
in Missoula. Mua was 23 when he first arrived 
and although he spoke English, he can still 
recall being overwhelmed by culture shock. 

Mua remembers desperate homesickness, 
even in the Montana mountains that were so 
like those of his homeland. 

This homesickness made for a difficult 
adjustment, one 'that required die help of 
people like jack Stratton and his wife, 
Cecilia. 

" We didn't know any of the boys very well 
until one day when one of the foster parents 
called us with a problem," Stratton recalled. 
“The boy staying with them had a bad hand 
— it had been disfigured in an accident with a 
grenade. 

He had become very self-conscious erf it 
here and was becoming withdrawn." 

Stratton, who himself had lost three fingers 
in a sawmill accident years before, was 


enlisted as a kind of object lesson. 

We took the boy campiog one weekend 
and in a couple of horns bad him shooting a 
gun and chopping wood. That kind of opened 
the dopr. He lived with us two years, going to 
school and getting along quite well. 

Then, in 1975, Laos fell. The fall of Laos 


and the collapse of the US. war effort in the 
rest of Indochina brought a flood of Hmong 
tribesmen from their mountain homelands 


north of tiie Plain of Jars. Thousands of 


Hmong, including military leaders, were 
rescued by Air America. Thousands more 
fled on foot into Thailand, where they were 
housed in makeshift camps fipm which they 
were relocated to the U.S., France, Canada 


and Australia. 


Montana, and particularly Missoula, 
became something of a magnet , for the 
Hmong. A charismatic Hmong leader. Gen. 
Vang Pao settled in the Bitterroot valley in 
1975, bringing with him an extended family 
that eventually numbered more than 100 
persons. The general found the mountains 
enough like Laos that he bought a 400 acre 
farm near Hamilton, just south of Missoula. 

Other Hmong people, drawn by the pres- 
ence of their sons in Missoula, moved to the 


city and tried, as much as possible, to settle. 
“ Within two years of the fall of Laos, we bad 
a community of more than 300 here,” Jack 
Stratton said. In a second wave of resettle- 
ment in the last year, that number has more 
than doubled. 

Community spirit 


Montana, along with Texas, initially 
refused to provide welfare to the refugees, 
Stratton said. The state even declined for a 
time to pass on federal aid to refugees in local 
communities. 

That decision dearly worked a hardship on 
the early Hmong arrivals in Missoula. But 
there are those who feel the result was to 
strengthen the community organizations that 
sprang up to assist the refugees. 

Frank Bessac, chairman of the University 
of . Montana, Missoula, anthropology 
department and a longtime student erf Chin- 
sese minority groups like the Hmoog, said: 

“If the state or federal government bad 
come m and set up things, like they have in so 
many places, there would have been no room 
far the kinds of community organizations that 
have developed. 

And there probably would have been no 
way to utilize the kind of strong group iden- 
tity that the Hmong have — the kind of com- 
munity feeling that allows them to work 
together and mak e the adjustments they are 
having to make.” 

Chief among those organizations is the Lao 
Family Co mmuni ty. Mua Cha. is now a 
university-trained sodal scientist. 

“ We are building for the future of our peo- 
ple in this country,” Mua said. “ We are teach- 
ing our people English, which is die key, and 


we are teaching them the new ways.” 

But new goals are both de mandin g and 
elusive. Most of the Hmoog in Missoula and 
in the Bitterroot valley are still in welfare, 
attempting to learn English and to master the 
rudimentary skills that will help them find a 
job. 

The Hmong children have been fairly 
smoothly integrated into the dry's elemen- 
tary school system, teachers and adminis- 


trators say. 

Language skills have proved to be the cru- 
cial factor for both children and adults, 
Hmoog leaders said. The handful of Hmong 
who have landed good-paying jobs already 
spoke' English well when they were hired. 

Other Hmong men who are still learning 
English work as restaurant dishwashers and 
farmhands. A network of Hmoog interpret- 
ers, available by telephone, has been 
developed to help employers communicate 
with their help. 

The three years of federal welfare assis- 
tance that is gran ted to each refugee has given 
them some degree of independence, some 
chance to make the adjustments. 

The Hmong have had to learn to deal with 
other problems, as well. One aspect of the 
Montana frontier spirit finds expression in 
humane openminded people like the Strat- 
tons and Gary Locke — the other face, jing- 
oist and ugly, is worn, for example, by a local 
barber who has transformed a “no mukes” 


bumper sticker into “no gooks. 

“I don't know why I don't like them ” the 
barber said. “ I just dori t. They are the people 
we were fighting against in Vietnam, aren't 
they? And even if they aren't, I don't like 
them.” 

“There is about an incident a day of some 
kind.” said Betsy Williams, an adult educa- 
tion teacher who has taught Hmong students 
for four years. 

“We have had Hmong kids lassoed off of 
bicydes and some serious beatings,” she said.

“The problems seemed to pick up right after 
some layoffs at the local mills, as though peo- 
ple suddenly felt they had an excuse to resent 
the Hmongs.” 

Such problems may even increase in the 


future, as more Hmong become able to com- 
pete in the tough job market of Missoula. “It 
is the biggest problem we face,” Mua Cha 
‘said. “Sometimes there are not enough jobs 
for Americans — how can there be enough 
jobs foe Hmong, as well?”

Protestants condemn Thatcher moves 


BELFAST, Dec. 10 (AP) — Leaders of 
Northern Ireland’s one million Protestants 
have wanted British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher they will wredc any moves she 
makes to build up the province’s ties with the 
overwhelmingly Roman Catholic Irish 
Republic. 

The hardliners were reacting to a surprise 
agreement Monday between Mis. Thatcher 
and the republic's premier, Charles Haughey, 
to set up joint commissions to examine "poss- 
ible new institutional links” between Britain 
and Ireland. 

Neither prime minister spelled oat exactly 
Mtat the initiative involves. But Haughey 
hailed it as an “historic” breakthrough in 
improving relations between die two coun- 
tries and said there are “no limits to what 
might be decided; 1 

The Dublin accord followed die collapse of 
London’s last initiative to find a political set- 
tlement to end more than 11 years of sec- 
tarian conflict in which more than 2,000 peo- 
ple have been killed. 

That effort foundered on die Protestants' 
refusal to share power in die province with its 
500,000-strong Catholic minority. Amid

growing tension, die P rotestan ts .— fearful of 
domination by the Catholics — charged die 
accord was a step toward forging constitu- 
tional links between the two Irelands. 

Mrs. Thatcher declared dial protestants 
had "nothing to worry about." but the Rev. 
Ian Paisley, the Protestants’ self-styled 
leader, warned they will take “whatever 
actions are necessary to thwart and destroy” 


such ties. 

Paisley, a member of the British Parlia- 
ment, said that if Mrs. Hatcher “refuses 
diem a hearing then their thunder wffl be 
heard in other ways." If Mis. Thatcher 
ignored Protestant reaction, he ad ded," "hat 
she has seen before win only be like a Sunday 
school picnic to what die wll see in the com- 
ingdays” 

Paisley was referring to Protestants cam- 
paigns -agai nst British efforts to impose a 
political solution on the unruly province: 
Militants toppled a coalite administration <rf 
moderate Catholics and Protestants, 
engineered by London, in 1974 after it had 
been only five- months in office. 

The Dublin accord to fueled tension in the 
north mounting over a 44-day-oki hunger 
strike by seven convicted Catholic gnerrillas 
seeking political prisoner status. 

Six belong to the Irish Republican Army 
Provisional Wing, and die seventh to die Irish 
National Liberation Army.

Turnout reported heavy in Uganda parliamentary poll 


KAMPALA, Dec. 10 (R) — Voters stood 
in line at polling stations Wednesday as 
Uganda held its first parliamentary election 
for 18 years. Officials said everything was 
going well and Radio Uganda broadcast 
reports from up-country areas saying there 
was a big turnout of voters. 

Leaders of the four political parties, the 
Uganda People’s Congress (UPC), die 
Democratic Party (HO , the Uganda Patriotic 
Movement (UPM) and the Conservative 
Party (CP) made final appeals to Ugandans 
to vote. 


The UPC, led by former President Milton 
Obote, is regarded as most likely to win. It 
already has 17 seats, where its candidates 
were returned unopposed. There will be 126 
elected seats in the new parliament. 

T anzania, which has about 10,000 troops 
in Uganda, indicated Wednesday that it 
believed the elections would be fair. An 
editorial in the government daily news said 
the ruling militar y commission had given 
assurances that the voting would be con- 
ducted freely and fairiy. 

“Since the liberation of the country from 
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dictatorship, there have been attempts to dis- 
credit the good intentions of the caretaker 
governments formed prior to the elections,” 
it said. “We expect the people of Uganda to 
turn out and vote for the government of their 
choice and firmly stand behind whatever 
party wins.”

N. India strike 
backs policemen 

NEW DELHI, Dec. 10 (AP) — A general 
strike called Tuesday by policemen and citi- 
zens protesting the suspension of 15 police 
officials accused of blinding suspected -crimi- - 
nab paralyzed Monghyr town in the northern 
of Bihar. 

The United News of India reported that 
the day-long strike shat down schools, hospi- 
tals, shops, banks, government offices and 
transportation in Mongfayr, located 360 
kilometers northwest of Calcutta. No viol- 
ence was reported. 

Afl political parties in Bihar supported the 
Monghyr strike, the agency said. The police 
offic i als were suspended after newspapers 
broke the story that prisoners awaiting trial 
on criminal charges were deliberately blinded 
with needles and add over the pasfbne year in 
a secret drive to halt an upsurge in crimes. 

The report of the blindings quickly bal- 
looned into a scandal and caused a furor in 
India’s parliament The state government 
admitted that at least 31 prisoners were 
blinded. 

The police demand for reinstatement of 
the 15 suspended officials apparently has 
widespread public support in Bihar and 
police unions are threatening a statewide 
strike.

PARIS, Dec. 10 (AFP) — Quebec Premier 
Rene Levesque left Montreal Wednesday for ' 
a week-long, high-profile visit to Belgium 
and France. In Brussels, Levesque is to meet 
with leaders of that country’s French com- 
munity and Roy Jenkins, outgoing president 
of the nine-nation European Economic 
Community. 

Levesque, leader erf the pro- independence 
Parti Quebecois, arrives Sunday in France 
.where he is to met once with- French Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard cf Estaing and twice with 
Prime Munster Raymond Bane. 

The visit comes a time when a battle has 
broken out between Ottawa and Paris over 
the predominantly French-speaking province 
of Quebec’s representation at a meeting in 
Dakar of Francophone foreign ministers. Ihe 
meeting was scrapped when France refused 
to attend unless Quebec was allowed to lead 
its own delegation. 

Yues Michaud, head of Quebec’s perma- 
nent delegation in Paris, said that cultural 
questions are to be discussed during Leves- 
que’s visit but that economic issues and trade 
links between France and Quebec are key 
items. He declined to name specific economic 
issues of concern. 

In recent years, French investors have been 
increasingly active in Canada’s resource-rich 
western provinces. One Canadian observer 
here said that Quebec, like the federal gov- 
ernment, is concerned about seeing if 
France’s special relationship with Canada 
wfll translate into dollars and cents.

Cubans dislodge 
armed defectors 

HAVANA, Dec. 10 (R) — Troops fired 
tear-gas grenades into the Vatican Embassy 
here Ttiesday night to rescue four nuns and a 
porter from 14 armed Cubans seeking politi- 
cal asylum. 

The five-hour siege of the embassy, 
directed by Interior Minster Ramiro Valdes, 
en^ed with the Cubans staggering half- 
blinded and re Idling from the gas-filled 
bonding; eyewitnesses said. Several tried to 
resist arrest and at least one was wounded in a 
struggle with the security forces. He was 
taken away bleeding and uncondous. 

Diplomatic sources said three of the nuns 
were Canadian and the fourth Spanish. They 
were taken hostage after the Cubans dimbed 
into the apostolic nunciature firing their guns 
into die air. Police and troops ringed the 
building while embassy staff tried to persuade 
die Cubans, some of diem women, to leave. 
The nuncio (ambassador), Giulio Einaudi, 
•was outside the b uilding with security forces 
daring the siege.

The Reagan inaugural committee said 
Reagan wanted fireworks, balls and parades 
across the nation for his swearing-in on Jan. 
20 — a contrast with Jimmy Carter’s no-frills 
inauguration four years ago. The committee 
said Reagan wanted to associate as many 
people as possible with the celebration. Forty 
thousand people will attend eight events here 
and tens of thousands more are expected at a 
series of balls being held in up to 100 dues. 

The one-time Hollywood film star has cal- 
led in a former director of academy Award 
shows to arrange a $2 million satellite link-up 
so celebrity bands and performers at the 
Washington dances can be seen at the other 
balls. 

“Ifsabig undertaking.” said Robert Gray, 
co-chairman of the committee. “We are 
attempting to make it a shared inaugural for 
dozens all across the nation and not just for 
those who live in Washington.” 

A concert organized by singer Frank 
Sinatra on the eve of the inauguration will be 
televised.

Slavery common in Mauritania despite prohibition 


LONDON, Dec. 10 (AFP) — The West 
African state of Ma uritania still has 100,000 
slaves and 300,000 part-slaves and ex-slaves 
oat erf a total population of roughly 950,000, 
a member of the Anti-Slavery &xaety has 
said here. 

John Mercer, who has just completed an 
investigation into slavery in the former 
French colony, warned that this and discrimi- 
nation against ex-slaves and blacks in the 
Senegal River area could spark a civil war. 
His comments came despite a decree on July 
5 from the country's ruling military commis- 


sion of national salvation officially ending 
slavery, which had been sanctioned since the 
country s independence from France in I960. 

“The master has total rights over the slave 
even to taking the slave’ s life withou t redress. 
Sale is stiO current, redemption is costly, 
escape is increasingly common," Mercer said. 

An emancipation movemeot, El Hor, had 
been campaigning against slavery for several 
years and helping escaped slaves, but early 
this year its leaders had been imprisoned, 
“and for two months, subjected to degrading 
treatment,” Mercer said.

Nikoi, a man who has served eight years as 
an executive vice-president _af the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund, said there would be scant 
opportunity for good cheer in Ghana in the 
near future. Not, at least, among people who 
have been hoping for a resurgence of 
middle-dass economic security. 

. The government, Nikoi said, has appealed 
to the World Bank and the International 
Monetary F\md with the primary goal of stir- 
ring government and industry to new 1 evels of 
productivity. At the same time, Nikoi said, 
the government “can no longer subsidize the 
urban areas — the consumers and dis- 
tributors of goods — at the expense of the 
farmers, the people who produce die goods.” 

Though Nikoi has not made these views 
widely known in Ghana, it is safe to say they 
would not be greeted with much warmth by 
the urban dwellers of the country, people 
, who feel they have already borne the brunt of 
the sacrifices.

Acid test for military rulers 


Turkey’s oil woes subside, but inflation’s up 


ANKARA, Dec. 10 (R) — Turkey’s milit- 
ary niters, for whom the first snows recently 
heralded what could be a long, cold winter, 
have delivered some good news and some 
bad news to their economically hard-pressed 
nation. 

The good hews was that Iraq had resumed 
oil supplies to Turkey after a nine-week 
break caused by the Gulf conflict The oil mil 
come in handy when temperatures fall to 
minus 35 degrees Centigrade across the 
Anatolian P lains . The bad news was that 
inflation has taken an upward turn and that 
three-hour electricity cuts win occur every 
day tins winter to save energy and therefore 
badly-needed cash. 

The resumption of Iraqi crude through the 
land pipeline from Kirkuk to the Turkish 
Mediterranean, if it continues uninterrupted 


despite the Gulf war, could ensure Turkey's 
oil needs for the winter, as well as providing 
some oil for export to other countries. 

But die daily power cuts, which will stop 
bakeries, factories, cookers, and in some 
cases heating, are bound to weaken the popu- 
larity of the military regime. 

The generals have been injoying a honey- 
moon with the Turkish people since seizing 
power last Sept. 12 and silendngthe bicker- 
ing politicians who had helped polarize the 
nation between left and right. To succeed, the 
generals had to root out the political extrem- 
ism which was cl aiming one victim every hour 
in the weeks before the coup, and ease the 
country's problem of debt, totaling some $1 6 
billion. 

With the first, they have been successful. 


arresting thousands of extremists, uncovering 
tens of thousands of weapons and reducing 
the political murder rate to less than one a 
day on average. 

Now they are face- to- face with the 
economic crisis, and a winter as cold and full 
of shortages as last year could soon dim their 
other successes in people’s memories. 

The announcement of a 7.1 per cent 
monthly inflation rate for October, making a 
rate of 104 per cent met the past 1 2 months, 
showed that the junta's economic task will 
not be easy. 

The generals have left it largely to Deputy 
Prime Minister Turguo Ozal, the one sur- 
vivor of the ousted rightwing government of 
Suleyman Demirel, to haul the economy 
from the doldrums.

PARIS, Dec, 1 0 (R) — The leading indus- 
trial countries Wednesday strongly urged oil 
producing countries to avoid any further 
increases in oil prices that could destroy 
prospects for cariy world economic recovery. 
In an appeal dearly aimed at next week's 
meeting of the oil ministers of the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) in Ball, Indonesia, the 21 ministers 
called for an early end to the war between 
Iraq and Iran. 

Noting that the conflict had led to new 
uncertainties on future oil supplies and raised 
a ‘ potentially severe” threat to the worid 
economy, the IEA countries — including the 
United States, Japan, Canada and the mem- 
bers of the European Economic Community 
— promised a positive contribution in- con- 
trolline world oil market. They also "wel- 

Consumers 
to use coaly 

save oil 

PARIS, Dec. 10 (R) — Major oil- 
consuming countries have been urged to step 
up their drive to save oil by using more coal. 
Experts of the International Energy Agency 
(IEA) warned ministers of the 21-member 
countries that on present performance gov- 
ernments would fail to reach their targets of 
doubling coal production and use by the end 
of the decade. 

This objective was set by the United States 
and six other leading industrial countries at 
the V enice economic summit last June. 

The ISA's coal industry advisory board, 
established in April, said Tuesday in its first 
report to the 1£A minis terial conference: 
prompt and positive action is required to 
accelerate the shift from oil to coaL If this 
docs not happen, the goaf for 1 990 will not be 

oieu” 

The board said coal-fired generating 
capacity in Western industrialized nations 
must increase significantly in the next 20 
years from 35U billion watts at present to 
about 1,100 billion watts. The report con- 
tained recommendations to governments and 
experts for a coal action program designed to 
encourage investment and production. 


.comecT the efforts made by some OPEC 
countries, including Saudi Arabia, to main- 
tain supply-demand balance by raising their 
crude output. The IEA ministers made these 
points in a communique released here.' 

Detailing their own contribution to market 
stability, tioe 21 consumer countries agreed 
that the overall worid oil supply situation 
would remain manageable in the first quarter 
of 1981 because of high stock levels, declin- 
ing consumption and additional output by 
some producers. “ Industrial countries in the 
aggregate can manage adequate oil supplies 
to their economies by continuing to draw on 
stocks,” the communique said. 

But there was still a need to “ relax pur- 
chases which place unnecessary pressure on 
markets and prices, to keep oil consumption 
under control, and manage the imbalances 
which uneven distribution of stocks and of 
supply could produce.” The ministers there- 
fore agreed that IEA countries should con- 
tinue drawing on their stocks to m aintain 
supply-demand balance, and refrain from 
large oil purchases “at price levels which have 
the effect of increasing market pressures.” 

They also agreed to take steps to use oil 
more efficiently and replace it by other forms 
of energy whenever possible to further bring 
down oil consumption, which has so far this 
year been reduced by six per tent compared 
with 1979. 

The overall result of these actions should 
be to reduce overall demand for imported oil 
in the first quarter of 1981 bv 26 million tons 
to 238 million tons, compared with the initial 
requirement of 264 million tons, the com- 
munique said. Such a reduction would 
amount to 2.2 million barrels a day. 

The ministers also laid down detailed pro- 
cedures for evening out supply or stock 
imbalances between countries or companies. 
The communique stressed that allied coun- 
tries would contribute to this commitment 
which would require a dose monitoring of the 
market situation and dose cooperation and 
consultation between the IEA secretariat, 
member governments and the oil companies. 

In addition, the ministers agreed to meet 
“on short notice if this appears necessary.” In 
an apparent concession to the United States 
the meeting also agreed to consider the 
“possble use of oil import ceilings" if further 
action were deemed necessary, according to 
procedures laid down last May.

French trade 
with Japan 
‘insufficient 9 

PARIS, Dec. 10 (AFP) — French Prime 
Minister Raymond Barre has wanted that 
“the need to resort to protectionist measures 
will become irresistible” if Japan and France 
do not se t “a mechanism of orderly trade" 
and set up “indispensable" interim measures. 

Speaking at his Matigacm residence to the 
Franco' Japanese bilateral commission Tues- 
day, the prime minister stressed that 
“nothing would be more devastating than a 
trade war between Western democracies” 
when they are at the mercy of “massive” 
energy cost increase.

KUWAIT, Dec. 10 (AFP) — Iraq could 
again be producing its marimmnfour mil- 
lion barrels of oil a day two or three months 
after the end of hostilities with Iran. , Iraqi oil 
minister Tayeh Abdul Karim was reported 
said here as saying. He also said Tuesday that 
Iraq would press for an adjustment in oil rates 
at the Dec. 15 Bali meeting of the Oiganiza- 
ion of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEQ. 

Karim was speaking on the tide of the 
organization of Arab Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OAPEQ currently meeting here. 
Iraq would seek neither a freeze nor a big 
rise, but offs purchasing power had been 
eroded by inflation and the fluctuations of the 
dollar, he said. 

The minister said that Iraq was currently 
exporting about one million barrels a day via 
Turkey and Syria. The figure could be dou- 
bled in two months when pipeline technical 
troubles were put right. The pipeline to Syria, 
unused for a long period, was now han dling 


ROME, (AP) — Africa and the Interna- 
tional Fund for Agricultural Development 
(IFAD) can “work hand in hand to under- 
write the African continenf s economic pros- 
perity for the next decade and beyond," Pres- 
ident Siaka Stevens of Sierra Leone told the 
IFAD governing council Tuesday. Stevens, 
the current chairman of the Organization of 
African Unity (OAU) said Africa has suf- 
fered “so much in the past mainly because 
its problems were diagnosed, and prescrip- 
tions for their solution offered, by outsiders 
working on unverified assumptions whose 
basic relevance is now seriously questioned." 

GENEVA (AFP) — Negotiations far the 
conclusion on new international accord for 
the textile industry began here Tuesday with 


a meeting of the* textile committee of the 
general Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT). The real negotiations on the 
agreement — which 48 countries operate and 
which will expire in a year’s time — should 
not start until the spring, after the new 
American administration takes office and 
after the presidential elections in France, 
informed sources said. 

.ROME, (AP) — Tunisia and the U.N. 
International Fund for Agricultural 
Development Tuesday signed a $ 19- million 
loan agreement for a project aimed at 
developing small and medium-sized farm* in 
the Kef and SQiana provinces. The pact was 
signed by Tunisia’s minister of pl anning and 
finance, Mansour Moalla, and IFAD presi- 
dent Abdel Mnhsin Sndeary of Saudi Arabia.

But the chief of Irani’s naval opera- 
tions in the Gulf, Captain Madani-Nejad, 
said in a interview in the newspaper Ettdaat 
that Iraq could no longer export oil via the:

Captain Madani-Nejad added that Iran 
would prevent any commercial vessel from 
entering Iraq’s Gulf ports. Iran's military 
headquarters also said that the Iraqi afl pops 
of AJ Baker and A1 Ommiefa have again been 
bombarded.

ter presented in an unusually abrasive man. 
ner his country's demands for bigger sub- 
sidies on a ^dc range of farm products 
Greece wants extra EEC price support for ^ 
olive oil producers, for sheepmeat, cereals 
and sugar, and the right to continue national 
subsidies to fruit and vegetable growers. 

But the farm council, which was to have 
cleared up most of the final details concern- 
ing Greece’ s entry into the Common Market 
from Jan. 1 . ended two days of tale by reject 
ing Greece's demands. 

“He has put everybody’s back up,” one i 

senior French official said of the Greek minis- i 
ter. The ministers agreed to meet again Dec 
18 to reopen negotiations. French farm 
minister Pierre Mehaignerie said he hoped 
for progress then, after Kaneffopoulos had 
gone back to discuss the negotiations with ^ 
government- 

But ‘ ,f Mehaignerie said if no agreement 
could be readied later this month, Greece 
would not be able to participate in the Com- 
munity's farm policy when it becomes the 
1 0th member of the EEC on Jan. 1. 

At a preliminary discussion, the EEC 
ministers agreed to raise slightly their origin^) 
offer on wheat price support, EEC sources 
said. But they refused to increase the amount 
of Greek sugar production which would get 
full EEC price support. 

The EEC executive commission proposed 
the amount of Greek sugar getting full sup- 
port should be 249 J 50 tons, but Greece 
insisted on a higher quota of 310.000 tons 
a year.

South observed that the 
diamonds were blocked and, 
in the hope of catching die 
singleton queen, led the king 
of diamonds at tridr four. 
When the queen did not /fall, 
South made tile excellent play 
of the eight of dubs. He 
naturally thought Sylvia 
would cash both her dubs, and 
be planned to discard the ten 
of diamonds from his hand 
when Sylvia cashed her last 
dub. He would thus be able to 
untangle the diamonds and so 
score the rest of the tricks. 

But Sylvia eyed declarer's 
dub play with profound 
imspidon. It seemed obvious 
that South wanted her to cash 
her fifth dub and, being 
Sylvia, she finnly resisted the 
impulse. Instead, she returned 
the queen of diamonds! 

This play knocked South 
dear out of the box. He could 
not duck the diamond because 
Sylvia would revert to chibs 
and put him down one. He was 
thus obliged to take the ace 
and try a spade finesse, which 
lost, permitting Sylvia to cash 
her fifth dub and so add 
another triumph to her 
extraorefinary collection.

AWACS ordered to Europe 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (Agencies) — 
The U.S. Defense Department has 
announced that the air force is sending four of 
its advanced Airborne Warning and Control 
(AWACS) planes to West Germany, putting 
them in a position to use their sophisticated 
radar to monitor Soviet movements in the 
Polish crisis. 

The announcement confirmed earlier 
reports from sources in Brussels who said the 
AWACS aircraft were requested by Gen. 
Bernard Rogers, supreme allied commander 
for Europe. NATO defense ministers now 
meeting in Brussels approved that request, 
sources said. 

The huge AWACS aircraft, each of which 
costs more than $128 million, are equipped 
with radar that can “ see” more than 320 


— kins. Therefore, if flown relatively dose to 
as the East German border, such planes could 
of detect and monitor Soviet and East German 
ol militar y air activity and other moves.

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Lennon fans keep vigil 
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NEW YORK, Dec. 10 ( AP) — While hun- 
dreds of fans still stood in mourning in the 
rain outside John Lennon's Manhattan 
apartment, officials were keeping a “suicide 
watch" Wednesday on the man charged with 
gunning him down. 

Mark David Chapman was sent Tuesday to 
Bellevue Hospital for psychiatric observation 
after entering no plea to a second-degree 
murder charge in Manhattan criminal court. 

Warning that chapman had twice attemp- 
ted suicide and had been placed in mental 
hospitals both times Jiis court-appointed 
lawyer requested the psychiatric examination 
and careful surveillance. Detectives were 
uncertain about a possible motive for the 
Monday night slaying. However, a police 
source reported that Chapman, who had no 
arrest record, had said he was upset over the 
burned fashion in which the former Beade 
had autographed a new record album hours 
before the shooting. 

Bitter ironies compounded the sadness of 
mourning fans and brought expressions of 
shock from worid leaders as more informa- 
tion surfaced about the shooting suspect and 
about Lennon’ s recent interviews. Only days 
before, Lennon, 40, said in a BBC interview 
that he enjoyed living in New York because 
he felt safe. 

“I can go to movies or restaurants,” Len- 
non said. “ When I started w alking out, I was 
worried that people nrigbt want to speak to 
me or jump on me ... they might ask for an 
autograph, but people don’t bully you.” The 
alleged killer was an autograph hound, 
described by bis lawyer as a “ten of Lennon’s 
since he was 10."

Dollar value up, 
gold prices fall 
in tense trading 

LONDON, Dec. 10 (R) — The dollar 
soared, the West German mar k sank and gold 
dropped to its lowest level for more than five ' 
months Wednesday as world markets reacted 
to high U.S. interest rates and anxiety over.. 
Poland. 

For a short while, the dollar passed the 
psychologically important two-mark level on 
the Frankfurt foreign exchange market. It 
was the first time it bad risen to this extent 
against the traditionally strong mark in more 
than two years. The dollar later traded at 
1.9988 mirks, after 1.9820 Tuesday. 

Gold fell below the $600 an ounce level 
above which it had stayed for most ..bf the 
year. It traded in Europe at around $592.50 a 
level to which it descended briefly last June. 

_ Dealers reported that people were switch- 
ing their investments away from marks, 
because of fears over the Polish situation and 
West German/ s proximity to Poland. West 
Germany, with comparatively low annnal 
inflation of just over five per cent, also has 
. low interest rates which make the mark less 
attractive to foreign currency, holders. The

Major U.S. banks have raised prime lend- 
ing rates to 1 9 per cent from 1 1 per cent in the

Outside the Dakota, where Lennon had 
lived with his wife, Yoko Ooo and their 
5 -year- old son, Sean, fans of all ages main- 
tained a vigil that began minutes after the 
shooting. 

The Dakota's wrought- iron gate was 
covered with flowers, cards and pictures. 
Some fans cried and others sang re f ra in s from 
such Lennon songs as “Imagine” or “Give 
Peace a Chance.” 

A distraught Miss Ono said there would be 
no funeral for her husband bur said she was 
planning for a public, silent vigil at a date to 
be announced later. 

Lennon, who had amassed a fortune esti- 
mated at up to $ 250 million, died of hemor- 
rhaging and tile shock of bleeding, said medi- 
cal examiner Dr. Elliot Gross. 

The shooting occurred at 10:50 p.m. Mon- 
day as Lennon and Miss Ono returned home 
after a recording session. Policy said the 
25-year-old suspect from Honolulu bad been 
standing in the shadows near the Dakota 
gate.
